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LATE  CABLES 


Manchurian  soy  bean  crop  progressing  favorably  with  promise  of 
good  quality  and  outturn  near  1931  crop.     Carry  over  at  beginning  of 
new  crop  year  expected  to  be  small.    Also  see  soy  bean  statement  page

North  China  walnut  crop  estimated  20  to  30  per  cent  above  aver- 
age in  quantity  and  first  arrivals  at  Tientsin  have  been  of  better  than 
average  quality.    Last  year's  crop  was  of  very  poor  quality.  Ripening 
season  has  been  very  favorable  and  kernels  are  dry,  thereby  reducing 
likelihood  of  deterioration  in  Ocean  shipment.     (Consul  Lockhart, 
Tientsin,  September  28. ) 

Japanese  dry  bean  crop  favored  by  weather  and  a  production  above 
last  year  and  average  now  expected.    Area  planted  to  Otenashi  and 
Kintoki  beans  considerably  above  last  year  while  acreage  of  Nagauzura 
and  Shiromaru  is  much  less.     (Shanghai  office,  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service,  September  28.) 
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Official  estimates  of  1933  reheat  production  reached  a  total  of 
2,625,632,000  bushels  when  68,343,000  bushels  were  reported  for  Poland,  and 
upward  revisions  for  Austria  and  Spain  were  received.    This  compares  with 
2,374,204,000  bushels  produced  in  1932  by  the  same  countries,    With  the 
official  estimate  for  rye  production  in  Spain  decreased  to  19,999,000  bushels 
and  the  estimate  for  total  rye  in  Austria  received,  the  figure  for  21  countries 
reported  in  1933  was  increased  to  959,742,000  bushels.    This  is  less  than 
1,000,000  bushels  change  from  the  production  of  these  countries  in  1932.

China  (Shanghai) 

With  Chinese  native*  wheat  supplies  plentiful  at  market  centers  and 
prices  low,  little  interest  has  been  shown  recently  in  foreign  wheat  and 
flour,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  Assistant.  Agri cultural  Commissioner 
Fred  J.  Rossiter  at  Shanghai .    Wheat  stocks  in  Shanghai,  including  foreign 
wheat,  were  estimated  as  adequate  for  the  present.    Domestic  wheat  arrivals 
have  been  much  heavier  this  season  that  for  several  j^ars  and  up  to  the 
middle  of  September  were  estimated  by  the  trade  at  13,300,000  bushels  compared 
with  3,300,000  bushels  for  the  same  period  of  1932.    Smaller  quantities  are 
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now  said  to  Toe  arriving,  but  millers  are  not  eager  buyers.    All  mills  were 
operating  at  almost  full  acapcity  in  mid-September .    Elour  stocks  at 
Shanghai  were  placed  at  about,  2,500,000  bags,  and  Tientsin  stocks  largely 
of  Australian  flour,  were  heavy.    When  prices  were  low,  the  demand  for 
flour  was  said  to  be  f airly  good. 

Foreign  wheat  prices  were  too  high  in  relation  to  current  local 
flour  prices  for  active  business,  Mr.  Rossiter  stated.    If  world  wheat 
prices  decreased  or  domestic  flour  prices  increased,  Shanghai  millers,  it 
was  believed,  would  purchase  some  foreign  wheat  especially  for  use  after 
December.    Nominal  prices  on  September  12,  c.i.f.  Shanghai,  for  September 
shipment  ?;ere;    Australian,  71  cents  per  bushel:     Canadian  No.  3,  66  cents 
per  bushel;  Western  white  wheat  No.  2,  79  cents;  domestic  standard  spot, 
48  cents  per  bushel.    The  spot  price  of  flour  at  Shanghai  was  63  cents  per 
bag  of  49  pounds. 

Ja-oan  (Tokyo)  . 

Prospects  were  unfavorable  for  importing  United  States  wheat  into 
Japan  in  early  September,  due  to  high  prices,  according  to  information 
transmitted  by  Consul  General  Carrels  of  Tokyo  to  the  Shanghai  office  of 
the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Future  business,  he  thought,  depended 
largely  on  the  outcome  of  discussions  of  the  export  subsidy  in  northwest 
wheat.    Prices  of  wheat  at  that  time  were  as  follows:    Western  white  No.  2, 
$1.10  per  bushel;  Canadian  No.  1,  $1.05,  and  No .  5,  92  cents  per  bushel; 
Australian,  97  cents  per  bushel;  standard  grade  domestic,  74  cents  per 
bushel;  and  Portland  wheat  c.i.f.  Yokohama,  78  cents  per  bushel,  duty  and 
landing  charges  excluded.    Wheat  imports  during  July  were:    From  the  United 
States,  6,422  bushels;  Canada,  263,253;  Australia,  949,591;  others,  1,096; 
total,  1,220,462  bushels. 

Total  flour  exports  during  July  amounted  to  203,247  barrels  of  196 
pounds.    The  wholesale  price  of  flour  at  the  mill  on  September  1  was  89 
cents  per  bog  of  49  pounds.    The  domestic  market  registered  weak,  with  more 
stocks  than  usual  on  hand.     Due  to  poor  local  and  only  fair  export  demand, 
mill  activity  was  lower  than  expected. 


FEED  CPA  IS  S 

Summary  of  recent  feed  ?rain  information 

The  32  countries  which  have  reported  their  1933  barley  production 
show  a  decrease  of  about  15  per  cent  from  the  production  of  last  year,  the 
25  countries  which  have  reported  oats  show  a  decrease  of  nearly  23  per  cent, 
and  the  12  countries  now  reporting  corn,  a  decrease  of  about  20  per  cent. 
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The  com  crop  in  Rumania  is  about  25  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year,  and 
is  more  than  13  per  cent  below  the  average  production  daring  the  past  five 
years.    It  is  feared  that  the  crop  will  not  reach,  complete  maturity  in  some 
regions  on  account  of  the  lack  of  warm  weather.     In  Spain  the  barley,  oats, 
and  com  crops  are  turning  out  27  per  cent,  30  ner  cent,  and  19  per  cent 
respectively,  below  the  1932  production.    In  Austria,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  barley  and  oats  crops  are  the  largest  within  present  boundaries,  ffeather 
conditions  in  Argentina  have  so  far  been  reported  very  favorable  for  the 
sowing  of  the  1933-34  com  crop  there.    For  the  changes  in  feed  grain  estimates 
received  during  the  past  week,  see  table  below.

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Manchurian  1935  crop  prospects  improved 

Estimates  of  Manchurian  crops  this  season  as  made  "by  the  South 
Manchuria    Railway  Company  generally  show  increases  over  last  year,  particu- 
larly for  wheat  "but  the  acreage  in  crops  was  still  slightly  "below  average 
according  to  a  report  from  Consul  J.  C.  Vincent  at  Dairen.    The  soy  bean 
crop  is  placed  by  this  Company  at  21  percent  larger  than  a  year  ago;  other 
beans,  an  increase  of  15  percent;  kaoliang,  a  grain  sorghum,  5  percent; 
millet  20  percent;   corn  13  percent;  wheat  52  percent;  rice  about  10  percent 
and  the  total  for  all  grains  of  around  13  percent  above  last  year.    For  a 
discussion  of  the  soy  bean  estimate,   see  statement,  page  348.    If  the  soy 
bean  market  continues  to  be  restricted,  especially  the  Gorman  outlet,  a 
significant  shift  from  beans  to  wheat  is  expected  next  year,  the  Consul 
states. 


COTTON 

British  anticipate  improved ^market  after  India  conference 

Cotton  textile  interests  in  Great  Britain  look  for  less  serious 
competition  from  Indian  and  Japanese  sources  following  the  conferences  now 
in  progress  in  India,  according  to  Consul  Alfred  R.  Thomson  at  Manchester. 
Representatives  of  the  British,  Indian  and  Japanese  cotton  textile  indus- 
tries are  meeting  at  Simla  to  consider  primarily  the  opportunities  offered 
each  group  by  the  Indian  market.    Textile  buyers  in  Great  Britain  are 
operating  with  a  little  more  freedom  than  in  recent  months  in  anticipation 
of  possibly  higher  prices  when  the  conference  closes  around  the  end  of  the 
year.    Such  an  outcome  of  the  conference,  however,  is  highly  problematical. 
Meanwhile,  since  July  there  has  been  some  slight  falling  off  in  exports  of 
British  cotton  textiles.    Machinery  activity,  however,  is  being  supported 
by  a  fairly  steady  home  trade.    In  yarns,  movement  is  retarded  by  relatively 
firm  spinners'  quotations.    American  cotton  continues  to  be  used  in  somewhat 
larger  quantities  this  year  than  last. 


FRUIT,  VEGETABLES  AND  NUTS 

British  prune  markets  continue  firm 

A  steady  business  in  spot  prunes  is  reported  for  London  during  the  week 
ended  September  26,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache 
E.  A.  Foley  at  London.    All  counts  were  in  demand.    Forward  quotations,  how- 
ever, were  easier  owing  to  exchange  fluctuations.    At  Liverpool,  spot  demand 
continued  steady  with  prices  firm.    Forward  quotations  fell  slightly  early  in 
the  week  but  recovered  to  higher  levels. 
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literrar.ean  Basin  -pro diction  of  rickled  olives  reduced 

A  crop  of  about  115,000  short  tons  of  pickled  olives  for  1933  is 
indicated  by  available  information  covering  the  Mediterranean  Basin,  according 
to  the  Marseille  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    In  1932,  the  sane 
countries  produced  about  142,000  short  tons.    The  current  output  in  Spain, 
however,  is  placed  at  36,000  short  tons  against  28,000  short  tons  a  year  ago. 
In  southern  Italian  areas  -.here  olives  are  pickled  for  export,  crop  conditions 
are  not  particularly  favorable,  much  fly  damage  having  occurred,  with  further 
damage  possible  during  September.-    The  crop  in  Syria  likewise  will  be  comparative- 
ly small.    Conditions  are  above  average,  but  do  not  suggest  a  crop  as  large  as 
the  exceptional  1932  crop.    A  heavy  reduction  is  seen  in  the  'Turkish  crop. 

In  Spain,  the  1933  crop  of  pickled  Queen  olives,  most  of  which  are 
taken  by  the  United  States,  is  placed  at  20,000  short  tons,  about  double  the 
1932  figures.    There  probably  will  be  no  carry  over  from  the  1932  crop,  but 
supplies  apparently  are  adequate  to  meet  a  much  heavier  export  demand  than 
that  which  prevailed  for  the  1932  crop.    Prices  have  been  fairly  well  main- 
tained, but  at  levels  slightly  below  those  of  last  year,  the  current  crop  of 
Manzanillas,  at  16,000  short  tons,  is  slightly  smaller  than  last  year's  crop, 
but  the  carry  over  is  placed  at  about  8,000  short  tons.    Indications  are  that 
expert  requirements  are  more  than  covered.    Prices  are  materially  below  those 
of  last  year. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  7TC0L 

llo  decision  reached  on  British  -cork  quotas 

The  3ritish  government  having  failed  to  secure  an  agreement  from  ex- 
porting countries  for  the  reductions  in  cured  pork  import  quotas  scheduled  for 
September  15,  no  further  steps  have  been  taken  to  change  the  quotas,  accord- 
ing to  cabled  advices  of  September  27  from  Agricultural  Attache  Foley  at 
London.    Indications  are  that  most  countries  apparently  are  shipping  bacon 
and  ham  in  about  the  volume  agreed  to  prior  to  September  15,  but  there  has 
been  no  agreement  reached  with  respect  to  current  shipments.    During  August  and 
September,  favorable  weather  conditions  maintained  demand  for  cured  pork  at 
higher  than  seasonal  levels.    Shipments  in  late  August  were  made  lighter  than 
in  late  July  and  early  August  so  as  to  keep  the  total  within  the  agreed  quota 
limit.    The  resulting  shrinkage  in  supplies  drove  bacon  prices  to  levels  above 
any  reached  since  September  1930.    The  total  quota  rate  prevailing  before 
September  15  was  about  82,000,000  pounds  of  bacon  and  ham  monthly,  of  which 
about  6,900,000  pounds  were  allotted  to  the  United  States. 
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Germany  trios  out  new  lard  extraction  process 

The  preparation  of  lard  "by  treating  hog  fat  with  a  solvent  is  gaining 
ground  in  Germany,  Consul  Schnare  reports.     Gasoline  is  the  solvent  frequently 
used.    The  process  is  said  to  make  available  as  lard  more  than  30  per  cent  of 
the  slaughter  weight  Of  the  hogs.    The  fat  is  finely  cut  and  mixed  with  the 
solvent.    When  the  fibrous  material  present  has  "been  separated  out,  the  sol- 
vent is  removed  and  the  fat  is  neutralized  with  lye  of  soda,  bleached  with 
fuller's  earth  and  made  odorless  and  tasteless  "by  steam  and  vacuum.  The 
resulting  product  is  described  as  a  neutral  lard  of  high  quality  very  well 
adapted  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  margarine. -  Certain  plants  formerly 
engaged  primarily  in  crushing  oil  seeds  are  now  being  equipped  to  handla  the 
new  lard  process.    Such  plants  buy  the  fats  from  slaughter"  houses,  and  do 
no  killing.    The  product    is  regarded  as  relatively  expensive,  but  it  is  held 
that  costs  will  decline  as  the  plants  are  enlarged, 

German  lard  imports  restricted  by  high  duty 

Estimates  of  German  lard  imports  from  now  to  the  end  of  1933  are  run- 
ning HO  to  60  per  cent  of  last  year's  imports,  according  to  Consul  L.  L. 
Schnare  at  Hamburg.     In  any  event,  material  reductions  in  lard  imports  seem 
inevitable  in  view  of  the  'import  duty  equivalent  to  more  than  15  cents  per 
pound  now  prevailing.     Imports  in  July  1933,  were  only  7,219,000  pounds,  of 
which  only  H,U09  pounds  were  imported  after  the  duty  went  into  effect  on  July 
19«    About  56  per  cent  was  American  lard,  and.  37  Per  cent  was  Danish.  In 
July  1932,  oh  per  cent  was  American  and '2.6  per  cent  Danish  lard.    Sales  were 
very  slow  during  August.    Buyer's  interest  revived  somewhat  toward  the  end 
of  the  month  and  some  sales  were  made  from  -consignment  stocks  accumulated 
before  the  duty  advance.    Sales  on  a  c.i.f.  basis,  however,  were  difficult 
to  secure. 


OILS  A1TD  OILSEEDS 

Manchuria  has  larger  soy  bean  crop 

The  1933  soy  bean  crop  in  Manchuria  is  considerably  larger  than  that 
of  1932,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  P.  J.  Rossiter  at 
Shanghai,     Last  year  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Po reign  Agricultural  Service 
placed  the  Manchurian  soy  bean  crop  at      320, 000  short  tons,  a  below-average 
crop.    This  year  the  Shanghai  office  has  not  yet  issued  an  estimate,  but  con- 
sular advices  from  Harbin  report  a  crop  20  per  cent  larger  than  in  1932*  The 
South  Manchuria  Railway  places  the  1933  crop  at  5,.6S3,p00  short  tons,  an 
advance  of  21  per  cent  over  the  Railway's  1932  estimate,  on  an  acreage  3  Per 
cent  larger  than  last  year.    Trade  factors  are  inclined  to  regard  the  Railway's 
figures  as  too  large,  but  Mr.  Rossiter  believes  that  the  outturn  this  year  will 
be  near  that  of  1931,  which  the  Railway  placed  at  5,760, 000  short  tons.  The 
1932  crop  was  badly  damaged  by  rains  and  floods. 
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The  movement  of  the  1332  crop  has  been  slow  compared  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year,  Mr.  Rossiter  states.    Since  mid-July  the  movement  of  "beans  to 
Europe  has  been  unusually  small  in  view  of  the  German  restrictions  on  imports 
of  the  bean  and  its  products.    From  October  1932  to  June  1333  Europe  was  in  the 
market  irregularly,  but  took  200,000  short  tons  more  in  those  9  months  than  in 
the  corresponding  1931-32  period.    That  increase,  however,  was  insufficient  to 
offset  the  sharp  declines  in  exports  to  Japan  and  China,  with  the  result  that 
total  been  exports  for  the  1932-33  period,  at  2,0SS,000  short  tons  were  23  per 
cent  smaller  than  those  of  the  same  months  in  1931-32.    The  recent  trade  re- 
striction methods  taken  in  Germany  are  causing  real  concern  in  Manchuria. 
Total  exports  for  the  July-September  1933  quarter  are  expected  to  be  materially 
below  those  of  a  year  earlier,  and  the  carry  over  of  1932  beans  on  October  1 
may  be  even  larger,  than  a  year  ago.    Prices  in  August  reached  the  lowest  level 
of  many  years.. 

Exports  of  Manchurian  bean  cake  in  the  period  October-June  1932-33 
reached  909,000  short  tons  against  1,360,000  short  tons  in  the  corresponding 
1331-32  period.     In  the  1932-33  period,  Japan  and  China  took  considerably  smaller 
quantities  than  in  the  preceding  season.    The  movement  to  Japan,  always  the  out- 
standing buyer  of  soy-bean  cake,  accounted  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  1932-33 
exports,  with  China  next  in  importance.     Increases  were  made  in  1932-33  in  the 
relatively  insignificant  exports  to  Europe  and  America.    Exports  to  Japan  de- 
clined this  season  as  a  result  of  unfavorable  exchange  rates,  and  competition 
from  other  low-priced  fertilizers.    Experts  of  soy-bean  oil  totaled  only  62,000 
short  tons  in  the  1932-33  period  against  lUl.OOO  short  tons  in  the  first  9 
months  of  the  1931-32  period.    South  China  and  Europe  are  the  only  important 
markets  for  Manchurian  bean  oil,  a.nd  movements  to  both  markets  fell  sharply. 
Bean  mill  activity  at  Harbin  and  Dairen  has  been  much  reduced.    Low  oil  stocks 
at  Rotterdam  are  seen  as  a.  hopeful  sign  in  the  European  trade,  but  no  improvement 
is  expected  for  some  time  in  the  South  China  trade.

Argentine  peanut  crop  above  average 

Peanut  production  in  Argentina  for  1932-33  is  placed  at  86,296  short 
tons  against  64,664  short  tons  in  1531-52,  according  to  official  figures  quoted 
by  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  C.  L.  Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.  Average 
production  for  the  past  5  years  is  put  at  66,319  short  tons.    The  area  harvested 
in  1932-33  is  estimated  at  193,393  acres  against  116,058  acres  in  1951-32  and 
a  5-year  average  of  123,594-  acres.    About  72  per  cent  of  the  crop  is  crushed 
for  oil  used  in  domestic  trade.     Production  of  peanut  and  other  vegetable  oils 
has  been  encouraged  in  Argentina  in  recent  years,  particularly  by  advanced  duties 
on  imported  oils,  largely  olive  oil.     In  1929  Argentina  imported  4,909  short  tons 
of  peanuts  of  which  357  short  tons  came  from  the  United  States.     By  3  952,  imports 
were  down  to  about  110  short  tons.    No  imports  from-  the  United  States  have  been 
reported  since  1929.    Exports  are  negligible. 


COTTON  SUPPORTS  UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  IMPORT  INDEX 

The  index  of  United  States  exports  of  agricultural  products  for  the 
month  of  August,  1953  stood  at  66  which  was  a  small  increase  over  the  correspond- 
ing month  of  the  last  two  years.     With  cotton  excluded,  the  index  amounted  to' 
50,  the  third  lowest  monthly  index  during  the  period  covered  by  this'  study  which 
was  started  July  1,  1909.  Heavy  exports  of  cotton  and  a  drastic  reduction  in 
the  exports  of  wheat  and-  flour  were  the  outstanding  features  of  the  month. 
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COTTON  SUPPORTS  UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORT  INDEX,  CONT'D 

Exports  of  cotton  normally  fall  off  at  this  season  of- the  year,  tut 
heavy  purchases  by  Japan  and  the  United  Kingdom  raised  the  index  to  79,  the 
highest  August  index  in  more  than  two  decades.    Total  exports  for  the. month 
amounted  to  560,000  bales,  as  compared  with  481,000  bales  during  August, 
1932.     Japan  took  123,000  bales  of  500  pounds  each,  and,  except  for  July, 
were  the  heaviest  experts  to  Japan  since  December,  1932.     There  was  a 
noticeable  advance  in  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  but  sales  to  most  other 
European  countries  foil  behind  those  for  August  a  year  ago.     The  gain  in 
exports  was  accompanied  by  higher  prices,  the  average  export  value  for  the 
month  standing  at  9.9  conts  per  pound  as  compared  with  7.5  cents  _?cr  pound 
during  August,  1932.    Russia  was  again  in  the  market  for  American  cotton, 
taking  22,000  bales,  making  a  total  for  July  and  August  of  66,000  bales. 

United  States  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  were  unusually  small,  amount- 
ing to  1,721,000  bushels,  most  of  which  s^as  shipped  to  countries  outside  of 
Europe  and  went  out  in  the  form  of  flour. 

The  index  for  fruits  was  208,  duplicating  that  for  August,  1932,  and 
recording  a  gain  over  the  four  preceding  months.     Boxed  apples,  canned  fruit, 
fresh  pears,  and  dried  apricots  were  larger  than  during  July,  1933. 

Though  slightly  larger,  exports  of  lard  and  cured  pork  made  a  poor 
showing.  Less  leaf  tobacco  was  exported  than  during  the  preceding  month, 
but  they  wore  a  little  larger  than  during  August,  1931  and  1932.

Int crnatiana.l  trade 

The  indicated  slight  advance  over  1932  figures  in  the  1933  foreign  trade 
in  oleaginous  products  is  reflected  by  figures  for  most  of  the  leading  importing 
countries.     In  Great  Britain,  for  instance,  import  returns  for  the  period 
January-July  1933  show  material  gains  over  1932  in  imports  of  coconut,  cottonseed, 
olive  and  palm  oils,  while  imports  of  copra,  peanuts  and  soy  "beans  show  less 
marked  advances.     Other  vegetable  products,  including  linseed,  showed  little 
change  from  1932  levels,  but  there  were  heavy  increases  in  imports  of  lard.  The 
1932  figures  through  July  for  Germany  show  gains  over  1932  in  imports  of  soy  beans, 
peanuts,  sunflower  seed,  rapeseed  and  linseed.     In  the  oils,  there  were  increases 
in  imports  of  rapeseed,  linseed  and  palm.     Imports  of  copra  and  coconut  oil,  how- 
ever, were  smaller,  with  heavy  declines  registered  for  imports  of  butter,  lard 
and  oleomargarine.     In  France,  imports  of  most  of  the  important  oleaginous 
materials  gained  over  1332,  especially  in  the  colonial  trade.    Returns  for  the 
Netherlands  show  smaller  figures  than  in  1932  for  most  of  the  important  items  ex- 
cept cottonseed,  coconut  and  sesame  oils,    peanuts  also  advanced. 

Trade  figures  for  the  calendar  year  1932  indicate  that  Germany  was  the  only 
one  of  the  world' s  5  leading  importers  of  oleaginous  materials  to  show  an  increase 
over  1931  figures.     Great  Britain,  France,  Netherlands  and  the  United  States  all 
registered  declines  ir>  total  imports.    The  gain  in  Germany  was  in  animal  products, 
all  of  the  countries  registering  declines  in  total  imports  of  vegetable  oils  and 
raw  materials  in  terms  of  oil.    Where  imports  of  actual  oils  were  larger  than  in 
1931,  they  Trere  offset  by  reduced  imports  of  raw  materials,  and  vice  versa.  In 
the  export  trade  in  oils  and  fats,  the  United  States  was  the  only  one  of  the  five 
countries  to  report  figures  larger  than  in  1931. 

Total  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  of  vegetable  and  animal  fats  and  oils 
in  1932  were  7.2  per  cent  smaller  than  in  1931,   and  about  the  same  as  in  1930. 
Imports  of  vegetable  products  declined  8.4  per  cent  below  1931  figures,  while 
animal  products  dropped  6.2  per  cent.     In  vegetable* products ,  some  gain  appeared 
in  imports  in  the  form  of  oil-bearing  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels,  but  those  gains 
were  offset  by  a  drop  of  22.8  per  cent  in  the  imports  of  oils  as  such.  Sub- 
stantial declines  Occurred  in  imports  of  coconut,  peanut  and  -linseed  oils  and  in 
vegetable  margarine.     In  the  animal  group,  gains  in  butter  imports  were  offset  by 
declines  in  other  classes,  notably  fish  and  marine  oils.-  •  -The  British  uxport 
trade  of  1932  was  smaller  than  in  either  1931  or  1930.     See  tables,  pages  358  and 
359.  ■■  ■ 

A  gain  of  6.4  per  dent  in  1932  over  1931  figures  appears  in  the  total 
Ge rman  import  trade  in  fats  and  oils,  with  the  1932  figure  still  below  .that  of 

1930.  The  advance  over  1931  resulted  from  a  gain  of  23.6  per  cent  in  imports  of 
animal  products.     Imports  of  actual  vegetable  oils  and  fats  were  longer  than  in 

1931,  but  there  was  a  sharp  decline- in  imports  of  oleaginous  raw  materials.  The 
heavy  gains  in  animal  products  are  fovzic.  largely  in  imports  of  lard  and  fish  oils. 
Declines  in  the  vegetable  materials  class  occurred,  largely  in  peanuts  and  copra, 
offsetting  gains  in  other  linos,  notably  soy  beans.    Exports  of  all  classes  of 
fats  and  oils  from  Germany  were  unusually  small  in  1932.     See  tables,  pages  360 
and  361. 
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In  France,  the  decline  in  total  imports  of  fats  and  oils  in  1932 
amounted  to  2.3  per  cent  below  1931,  and  4.9  per  cent  under  1930.    The  decline 
"below  1931  figures  occurred  in  vegetable  raw  materials  and  in  animal  fats, 
but  imports  of  all  three  classes  were  smaller  than  in  1930.    The  relatively- 
small  French  export  trade  in  oleaginous  products  declined  further  in  1932. 
Imports  of  all  classes  of  vegetable  and  animal  oils,  and  raw  materials  into 
the  Netherlands  declined  in  1932.    The  total,  in  terms  of  oil  and  fat,  was 
20  per  cent  smaller  than  in  1931  raid  22.3  per  cent  under  1931.    The  heaviest 
reduction  appears  in  imports  of  animal  fats  and  marine  oils,  nearly  all  items 
sharing  in  the  decline.    The  Netherlands  export  trade  also  was  considerably 
smaller  than  in  the  2  preceding  years.    See  tables,  pages  362  to  365.

,  Production 

Cottonseed 

The  production  of  cottonseed  in  countries  so  far  reporting  for  1932-33 
totals  11,127,557  short  tons,  or  approximately  1,600,000  short  tons  less  than 
during  the  previous  year  when  12,755,713  short  tons  were  produced.    The  pre- 
liminary figures  indicate  a  substantial  reduction  in  that  crop  in  "both  the 
United  States  and  Egypt  and  also  in  most  of  the  smaller  producing  countries.  The 
acreage  sown  to  cotton  in  Egypt  has  "been  steadily  decreasing  since  1930-31. 
The  low  price  level  was  apparently  responsible  for  India  shipping  no  cottonseed 
to  Europe  during  1932  although  India  produced  2,104,412  short  tons  last  year  or 
approximately  211,000  short  tons  more  than  in  1931  when  38,304  tons  were  shipped. 
In  spite  of  the  prevailing  low  prices  exports  of  cottonseed  oil  from  the  United 
States  totaled  27,909  short  tons  or  more  than  double  the  amount  shipped  in  1931 
when  only  11,289  short  tons  were  exported.    See  table,  page  369. 

Copra 

The  total  exports  of  copra  and  coconut  oil  in  terms  of  copra  during  1932 
from  the  four  important  exporting  countries:  Philippine  Islands,  Dutch  East 
Indies,  British  Malaya,  and  Ceylon  were  the  smallest  since  1926.  The  decrease 
was  especially  heavy  in  the  Philippines  on  account  of  damage  to  the  trees.  This 
country,  which  is  the  chief  source  of  the  United  States  supply  of  coconut  prod- 
ucts, exported  only  3  63,469  short  tons  last  year  compared  with  490,371  short 
tons  in  1931.    There  was  also  a  marked  decline  in  shipments  of  copra  from  Ceylon, 
Shipments  of  copra  from  Ceylon  during  1932  amounted  to  171,860  short  tons 
against  225,468  short  tons  in  1931.    British  Malaya,  on  the  other  hand,  exported 
242,451  short  tons  last  year  compared  with  227,880  in  1931.    The  trade  estimate 
for  exports  of  copra  from  the  Dutch  last  Indies  last  year  shows  a  substantial 
increase.    Official  figures  are  not  available  at  present,  but  undoubtedly  there 
will  be  a  marked  increase  over  the  previous  year  since  shipments  of  copra  from 
Java  were  especially  heavy  last  year.    In  addition  to  the  imports  of  coconut  oil 
from  the  Philippine  Islands  during  1932,  209,818  short  tons  of  copra  were 
crushed  in  the  United  States  during  that  year,  the  smallest  amount  consumed  in 
crushings  since  1926.    See  table,  page  376. 

Peanuts 

Estimates  for  peanut  production  in  1932  are  available  for  only  a  few 
countries.    Production  in  India,  which  is  the  main  source  of  the  world's  supply 
of  peanuts,  shows  an  increase  of  approximately  600,000  short  tons  over  the 
amount  produced  in  1931.    Production  last  year  totaled  3,176,320  short  tons 
against  2,549:l20,  in  1931.    Other  countries  reporting  increases  were  the  Union 
of.  South  Africa,  where  the  amount  produced  last  year  was  mors  than  double  that 
of  1931,  and  Nigeria  and  Tanganyika,  where  exports  were  considerably  larger  than 
during  the  previous  year.    The  remaining  countries  reporting  to  date,  especially 
the  United  States  and  China,  show  a  decrease*    See  table,  page  371.

Olive  oil 

The  production  of  olive  oil  in  1932-33  in  all  reporting  countries  is 
estimated  at  1,839,310,000  pounds  or  approximately  100,000,000  nounds  less  than 
during  the  previous  year  when  1,934,463,000  pounds  were  produced.    The  most 
drastic  reductions  occurred  in  Spail,  Italy  and  Portugal,  three  of  the  largest 
olive  oil  producing  countries  of  the  world.    Production  in  ?0rtugal  for  1932 
was  only  71,617,000  pounds  or  about  one  half  that  of  1931  while  Spain  and  Italy 
produced  749,145,000  pounds  and  456,712,000  respectively,  against  762,937,000 
and  490,650,000  during  the  previous  year.    On  the  other  hand, Greece  and  Tunis, 
the  tv;o  other  largest  producers  of  olive  oil  increased  production  during  1932 
by  35,000,000  and  21,000,000  pounds  respectively.    The  olive  oil  crop  in  Turkey 
last  year  was  double  that  of  the  previous  year.     In  practically  all  the  minor 
producing  countries  production  was  reduced  last  year,  in  most  cases  to  a  con- 
siderable degree.    The  olive  crop  in  the  United  States  last  year,  however,  was 
the  largest  since  1928,  the  output  being  estimated  at  22,000  short  tons  compared 
with  16,000  in  1931.    See  table,  page  374. 


Soy  beans 

The  total  production  of  soy  beans  last  year  in  the  five  leading  soy  bean 
producing  countries:  Manchuria,  Chosen,  Dutch  Ea.st  Indies,  Japan  and  the  United 
States,  was  reduced,  according  to  preliminary  estimates.    Of  the  countries  re- 
porting, however,  Chosen  and  Dutch  East  Indies,  each  shows  a  substantial  in- 
crease, Chosen  producing  577,326  short  tons  against  634,506  in  1931  and  Dutch 
East  Indies  165,345  short  tons  compared  with  141,602  during  the  previous  year. 
In  the  United  States,  on  the  other  hand,  397,550  short  tons  were  harvested,  a. 
reduction  of  about  13  per  cent  from  that  of  1S31  but  about  8  per  cent  larger 
than  the  quantity  harvested  in  1930.    The  amount  produced  by  Japan  during  the 
past  year  is  not  available  at  the  present  time.     See  tr.ble,  page  374. 

Flaxseed 

Production  of  flaxseed,  the  most  important  of  the  drying  oils,  last 
yea.r  was  about  1,000,000  short  tons  less  than  in  1331  in  the  five  leading 
producing  countries:  Argentina,  India,  United  States,  Canada,  and  Russia. 
Practically  the  whole  of  this  reduction  occurred  in  Argentina,  which  is  the 
chief  source  of  the  world's  supply  of  flaxseed,  although  a  decrease  of  500,000 
short  tons  was  also  estimated  in  the  Canadian  crop.    Production  in  the  United 
Sta.tes  remained  virtually  unchanged  from  the  previous  yea.r,  when  a  short  crop 
was  ha.rvested.     The  only  country  reporting  an  increa.se  wa.s  India.,  where  44,000 
short  tons  more  were  produced  in  1932  than  in  1931.    The  decrease  in  the 
Argentina  output  wa.s  due  largely  to  reduced  acreage  although  crop  conditions 
were  especially  poor  in  the  flax  producing  belt.     In  spite  of  a  poor  crop  year 
exports  of  flaxseed  from  Argentina  were  heavy.     Indian  shipments  on  the  other 
hand,  were  exceptionally  light,  apparently  on  account  of  prevailing  low  prices. 
Canadian  exports  were  restricted  by  the  short  crop.     Imports  of  flaxseed  into 
the  United  States  were  unusually  small,  totaling  only  225,089  short  tons  com- 
pared with  405,440  in  1931,  a  decrease  of  180,350  short  tons.     See  table,  page 
369.

Production  of  important  oilseeds  in  terms  of  oi  1 


The  table  "below  is  a  rough  estimate  of  the  production  of  important 
vegetable  oil  materials  in  terms  of  oil  in  the  chief  producing  countries  for 
which  statistics  are  available .    It  is  based  directly  upon  the  oilseed  produc- 
tion tables  which  follow  and  they  should  be  used  with  it  to  indicate  the  coun- 
tries included.    This  should  give  a  better  indication  of  the  potential  oil 
supply  than  can  be  obtained  by  comparing  the  estimates  of  production  of  the 
various  oilseeds  since  the  oil  content  of  various  seeds  varies  greatly.  An 
effort  has  been  made  to  include  all  important  producing  and  exporting  countries 
wherever  statistics  are  available  and  although  incomplete  the  figures  should 
be  a  fair  indication  of  the  trend  of  the  world* s  "potential"  vegetable  oil 
supply.    No  account  is  taken  of  stocks  or  carry  over  at  the  beginning  or  end 
of  the  year.    The  figures  should  not  be  confused  with  amounts  of  vegetable  oil 
actually  produced  since  the  oilseeds  and  other  oil  products  are  not  all  crushed.
